GUTER Rial 


HE site of the ancient Guildhall or the land adjoining has beem consecrated to civic 
government for more than one thousand years. Though no part of the present 
buildings is of such antiquity, considerable portions date back to the early years of 

the fifteenth century, when a new Guildhall was erected slightly to the east of the ancient buildings. 
Naturally the Crypt was begun first, the traditional date being A.D. 1411. The eastern portion 
of it stands to-day practically as it was completed. With its fine proportions, elegant clustered 
columns of Purbeck marble and graceful vaulting, the Crypt holds a notable place among similar 
medieval structures. 


The Great Hall appears to have been completed about 1440, the latest part being the porch. 
Towards the expenses contributions were received from the Livery Companies and gifts and 
legacies from private citizens. Among the benefactors was Richard Whittington, the famous 
Mayor, whose executors paid over what were then large sums for the purpose of glazing the 
windows, and paving the Hall with Purbeck marble. In the Great Fire of 1666, the medieval 
roof was destroyed, though the walls, thirty feet high, and the whole of the Porch remained. 
On the blackened columns the line of the fire can still be seen. The vaulting of the Porch is 
tichly groined and the principal intersecting ribs are enriched with sculptured bosses bearing the 
arms of Edward the Confessor and Henry VI. In 1864, the flat and incongruous roof of the Hall 
was replaced by an open roof corresponding in style with the original design. At each end, 
occupying the entire width of the Hall, are magnificent stained glass windows and along the 
north and south walls are placed at intervals monuments to Lord Nelson, the Earl of Chatham, 
the Duke of Wellington, and William Pitt. 


The new Council Chamber was erected in 4883-4, on the site of the old Council Chamber 
of Stuart times. The building is dodecagonal in design and provides accommodation for the 
Lord Mayor, 2 Sheriffs, 25 Aldermen, and 206 Common Councilmen in addition to the City 
Officers. The visitor who stands on the south side of the Chamber is close to the spot where, 
on 5th January, 1642, Charles the First demanded from the Common Council the surrender of 
the Five Members of Parliament—an event famous both in national and civic history. 


The Aldermen’s Court Room, built early in the 17th century and restored between 1670 
and 1680, is an attractive example of the richly decorative style of the period. The allegorical 
paintings on the ceilings, representing the City of London—Prudence, Justice, Temperance and 
Fortitude—were executed and presented by Sir James Thornhill. Around the walls are shields 
containing the arms of Lord Mayors. 


The first Library was founded by the executors of Richard Whittington and William Bury 
in 1425. The books belonging to this Library are said to have been borrowed by Lord Protector 
Somerset and never returned. Only one of the volumes is now in Guildhall. The present 
Library building was completed in 1873, and includes a main reading room, a newspaper and 
directory room, and a Committee Chamber, while the basement is utilised for a Museum. The 
Library is particularly rich in books, prints and manuscripts relating to the history and topography 
of London. The Museum is entirely devoted to London antiquities and one of the most striking 
objects is a Roman mosaic pavement in almost perfect preservation which was found near the 
Mansion House. The collection receives constant additions as excavations are made for new 
buildings within the City. 

The City’s own records, in the custody of the Town Clerk, are regarded as the most complete 
series of municipal documents in existence and cover the period from the Norman Conquest 
to the present day. The Records Office contains a research room for students and facilities are 
freely granted for consulting the muniments.
